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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Sudia (2001/0050990) 
does not disclose where authenticating information is stored and the information for authenticating an upgrade of the second portion in the 
first portion. The examiner disagrees, as indicated in the previous office action, paragraph 0099 discloses basic cryptography library 
routines (i.e. authenticating) in the firmware of non-upgradable portion, further paragraph 0248 discloses storing new firmware upgrade in 
the protected memory area and the device verifies the manufacturer's signature (i.e. authenticating of upgrade code) using the public 
signature key of the manufacturer, which was embedded in the device during manufacture (paragraph 0088). As to claim 1, applicant 
argues that Sudia does not teach retrieving a second key from a firmware program if the public key is not valid, the examiner contends 
that Sudia does disclose multiple instruction keys of the trusted third parties in the device firmaware besides manufacturer's signature key 
(paragraph 0251), if the manufacturer's key is comprosmised, lost or destroyed (i.e. the public key is not valid) , then the trusted third 
party's instruction key can be used to replace, so a second public key is viewed as the replacement key and a second key is obtained if 
the public key is not valid.
